EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to tine record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

In claim 1, lines 16-17, "the present value for a luminous flux" has been changed 
to -a present value for the luminous flux-; 

In claim 4, line 2, "the" before "regulation" has been changed to -a-; 

In claim 6, line 2, "the" before "minimum value" has been changed to -a~; 

In claim 8, line 2, "the" before "maximum value" has been changed to -a-; 

In claims 1 1 and 17, line 4, respectively, "the" before "regulation response" has 
been changed to -a~. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art fails to 
disclose a light a light regulation device having, inter alia, a number n of output connections, 
where n is greater than or equal to two, each output connection being coupled to the output of a 
regulator for the purpose of changing a_luminous flux which can be supplied in each case to at least one 
luminous means, the regulator being designed to determine a difference between the desired value and 
the actual value and to check whether this difference is within or outside a predeterminable tolerance 
range and, for the case in which the difference is outside the tolerance range, to change the luminous flux 
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of the luminous means, which are connected to the n output connections, in a corresponding 
manner; characterized in that at least one limit of the tolerance range depends on [the] a present value 
for the luminous flux (claim 1). The remaining claims 2-17 are allowed by virtue of their dependencies 
upon claim 1. Hence, the examiner has allowed claims 1 through 17.
